Washington, Feb. 2. — Chairman 


Grosvenor sharply criticised the con- 
dition of American shipping when he 
reported to the house the bill agreed 
to by the merchant marine com- 
mission, with favorable recommen- 
dation from the house committee on 
merchant marine and fisherie_s.

The 
women in the first sleigh then* at- 
tempted to warn those in the one fol- 
lowing of the danger, and they did suc- 
ceed in directing their attention to the 
rapidly approaching train. The driver 
pulled up his horses but he could not 
check the 
hea^y bob-sled quickly 


enough, and v.-hen it came to a stand- 
still the box of the sleigh was directly 
across the railroad track. The pilot 
of the engine struck the sleigh with 
great force, reducing it to splinters 
and hurling the women in all direc- 
tions. Every v.-oman on the sleigh, 
was either killed or injured.

380,298. This increase is principally 
accounted for by the decrease in the 
amount of cash on hand. The debt 
proper shows a decrease

month of $1.580.595. 


Shortens Academic Course.

tive Foss (111.) introduced a bill "to 
reorganize and increase the efficiency 
of the personnel of the fleet of the

fowls is 30 per cent, but with an in- 
cubator we make it 50. We gain 230 
fowls the first year.

You have 
made no allowance for deaths by dis- 
eases. We must cut your figures In 
half."

"About your bees'"' she continued, 


without minding him. 
"You start 


with twenty hives. They will cost you
